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1 . We are transmitting under separate cover a sterilised copy of a 

contact report of AECASSCWARY 29*s meeting of 1 December i960 with Wolodymyr 
WOLOSZYN In cctmeatlon with Subject of refe renoe A. We are providing Head- 
quarters with this report at the request of ~ZJ of MOG to 

inform Headquarters as to the extent of FOB involvement in connection with 
this REDSKIN operation. 

2. As stated in referenoe A, AECA SSCWAR Y 29 received this lead during 
conversations with WOLOSZYN concerning AEBEEHIVE matters, the cover under 
which AECASSCWARY 29 has been operating* Upon the receipt of referenoe B 
we informed AECASSCWARY 29 that we had no interest in Subject of reference A 
and instructed him to Inform WOLOSZYN that Subject of reference A was not of 
Interest to AECASSOWARY 29 in connection with AEBEEHIVE affairs. We gave 
AECASSOWARY 29 no particular reason for our position but left the impression 
with AECASSCWARY 29 that there were certain aspects concerning Subject revealed 
by our traces that did not appeal to us. AECASSOWARY 29 did not question our 
position but asked whether there was a security problem Involved, We replied 
that we had no evidence of a security problem being Involved, but as is the 
case in Munich there are so many complicated relationships that it is some- 
times better to withdraw from a situation than to attempt to straighten it 
out. We did not pursue the matter further. AECASSOWARY 29 contacted WOLOSZYN 
again on 1 December 1961 as a matter of routine. Bis contaot report shows 

how ho conveyed to WOLOSZYN the impression that he was not really interested r 
in Subjeot of reference A in connection with ABSSBXVE. Since WOLOSZYN is 
not witting of KUBAHK'a relation with AECASSOWARY 29 or of AECASSOWARY 29 f s 
real function in Europe for AECASSOWARY 1, the approach taken by AECASSOWARY 29 
appears to us to be moot reasonable and convincing. We do not believe that 
WOLOSZYN has been stimulated into unwarranted speculation on his own concerning 
Subjeot of referenoe A than he may have already had prior to AECASSOWARY 29 ‘a 
contacts. 



3* Although we were as circumspect as possible under the circumstances 
to avoid any suggestion that Subject of referenoe A was being bandied by 
another KUBARK component, we cannot rule out the possibility that AECASSOWARY 29 
may have come to this conclusion on his own In light of his Headquarters 
training and briefing. However, we cannot in all Justice to AECASSOWARY 29 t 
consider that this possibility by Itself increases the risk of exposure of 
the REDSKIN operation involving Subject of referenoe A beyond an acceptable 
minimum without concluding at the same time that all REDSKIN operations 
involving AECASSOWARY 29 oontaln the same unacceptable Inherent risk. Although 
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wa no t btUeve that this conclusion is warranted, w© dafer to Head- 
quarters and WOB as to the final decision on the operation involving « 
Subject of reference A. ' ■

6, SUBSTANCE* In his talk with WOLOSZYN, ABCASSOWARY 29 covered a number of 
verioua subjects asking WOLOSZYN first about tha prasent political configuration of 
Ukrainian emigration in Germany, its relations with Germans ( official and social), 
impact of Matvlyejko's "message" on the ZCH/CON (banderlvtsl) and other political 
groups. Impact of Berlin Committee on emigrants, repatriates, correspondence and 
contacts between emigrants and their relatives In the Ukraine, WOLOSZYN ' a corres- 
pondence with hla brother-in-law in the Ukraine end then came upon his friend. 
Subject of PROS 8077, This has been done to or ABCASSOWARY 29 deliberately in order 
to avoid any impression that AECASSCWAKf 29 la particularly interested in the oaae 
of Subject of FRQB 3077 and that he haa been hie main reason for arranging the 
meeting, WOLOSZYN la unwitting and, in the oaae of Subject of FRGB 3077, has 
played the role of a casual unwitting spotter. 



According to WOLOSZYN, he la still helping Subject of FRGB 8077 with hla 
Ukrainian, Subject of FRGB 8077 does make acme progress, but could do much better. 
He is still interested in going to the Ukraine and wants to visit his father's 
village. If necessary, he would even go to Xalohanko for that. Subject of 
FRQB 8077 told WOLOSZYN that he wiU go to the Ukraine with an American student. 
WOLOSZYN did not ask Subject of FRQB 8077 who this American friend was. Subject 
of FRGB 8077 visits WOLOSZYN from time to time, recently mostly with his fiancee, 
Ha is going to marry her sow*. Subject of FRQB 8077 very often seems to be in 
financial difficulties and only recently oaae to WOLOSZYN to borrow some money. 
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W0LQUZY8 l«ot him DM 5. la WOLOSZYN' s opinion. Sublet of FWB 8077 1* * *«7 , 
intelligent and energetic young nan with a strong inclination towards adventurism. 
Thsrafor* hs nssds good guidance If bis talents are not to be wasted. 



Subject of FRCB 8077 baa many student fttends anong Aslans and South Amer icana. 
Only yesterday (30 November i960), he promised to Introduce WOLOSZYN to a Bra sili a n 
stud sot who Just returned frow his visit to the Soviet Union and also had spent sobs 
ties In ths Ukraine. This Brazilian should have sows files free Kiev and other 
Ukrainian eltlea and la going to demonstrate thee. After being asked about 
Subjeot of PRQB 80T7'a readiness to do saottblag for our paper (The Ukrainian 
Xndspsodlat ). WOLOSZYN said that ha thought Subject of PRGB 8077 would agree to 
writs a current account for us on the situation In the Ukraine, after hla return. 
WQL03ZYH spoke with hint about It In gcnsrsl teres and there was no objection on the 
pert of Subject of FROB 8077. Be would do It probably even .more enthusiastically 
if ws would help him a little bit financially and direct him as to what ha was to 
look for in ths Ukraine for his article. " ? - 

AECASSOWAKY 29 has stated that he has nothin against Subject of FRCB 8077*» 
eventual contribution to our paper, but be thinks it would be wrong to orosts an 
isprssalon that our paper la particularly interested in hie or that we art going 
to send hie as a corresp o ndent of ours. AECASSOWAKY 29 doubts very euoh as to his 
Journalistic capabilities and baaldea there are still boss difficulties with Subject 
of FRCB 3077'« Ukrainian. Furthermore, we know very little about Subject of PROB 
8077 end hla American and other friends, and we cannot help financially without 
having ths guarantee that hie artlole will be worth It. Aa ABCA3SCWAHY 29 under* 
stands. Subject of FRGB 8077 has a rather negligible knowledge of the present Soviet 
reality and It would take nuoh ties and effort to get hla acquainted with it. 
Therefore, WOLOSZYN should make no proaloes on behalf of himself or of our paper, 
and restrict hla "aid’! to Subject of FRGB 8077 to helping hla with his Ukrainian* 
AECA33CMAKY 29 also is not Interested In being Introduced to Subject of FROB 8077. 

As Subject cf FRGB 8077 la about to go to the Ukraine on hla own anyway, hs needs 
no encouragement neither from WOLOSZYN personally nor free our paper. 



WOLOSZYN agreed with ABCASSOWAHY 29 on that and promised to help Subject of 
PROB 8077 with his Ukrainian without asking It conditional on Subject of FRCB 8077's 
future eventual contribution to our paper. 



AECASSOWAKY 29 added that eventually it would be wlee to send somebody to the 
Ukraine to get a first-hand report on the situation there, but he would have to be 
knoen to us and fit to do our Job. 

After that, AECASSOWAKY 29 switched over to the present situation in the 
Ukraine and also to the Ukrainian Deoade of i960 In Moscow.
